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Architects and Citizens Share Views 
On Uses for Renovated Center School

“Side discussons are rela- 
vant because we find out 
what you're like—how you 
view things. For me it’s 
germane.” The speaker was 
a Greenbelt citizen attending 
a public hearing with archi¬ 
tects Nancy Epstein and 
Philip A. Esocoff, whose 
Washington firm , Keyes 
Oondc\n Florance, has been 
hired by the city of Green¬ 
belt to ss^ervise the renova¬ 
tion of Center School as a 
community building. The 
meeting took place on Thurs¬ 
day night, November 29, in 
the council chamber. 

The speaker, a woman in the 
front row, addressing the archi¬ 
tects directly, was responding to 
Ben Rosenzweig, representing 
the Greenbelt Consumer Coop¬ 
erative. He objected to the di¬ 
version of discussion from the 
Center School building to issues 
of public and private financing 
and the philosophy of redevel¬ 
opment in other facilities in 


pedo Factory in Alexandria and 
some New York City projects. 
These discussions had grown out 
of questions raised by earlier 
speakers from the audience. 

Getting to Know You 

In fact, the whole meeting— 
on the part of audience and ar¬ 
chitects alike—was a getting- 
to-know-you affair. The archi¬ 
tects, who had met previously 
with representatives of about 20 
private organizations in town, 
were present specifically “to re¬ 
ceive input from the public con¬ 
cerning programs and content,” 
in the words of Mike McLaugh¬ 
lin, assistant city manager, who 
presided at the meeting. Two 
members of the city council 
were present—Ed Putens and 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld—but they 
sat among the audience in the 
capacity, as Putens put it, of 
citizens only. Neither partici¬ 
pated in the discussion except 
as listeners. 

Esocoff began his part of the 
formal presentation by describing 
the company of which he is one 
among a staff of 100. Ho com¬ 
mented on his enthusiasm in be¬ 


vation of the former Greyhound 
bus terminal in downtown Wash¬ 
ington, another historic building 
in that style. “I like restoring 
old buildingB,” he said. 

Possible Uses 

In response to questions con¬ 
cerning projected uses of the 
building, McLaughlin said that 
no space will be allocated for 
county offices, as had once been 
seen as a possibility. Nor would 
commercial space be let. Possi¬ 
bly some city offices could move 
into the building, he said. In any 
case, at the earliest, the build¬ 
ing would not be vacant for 
renovation before June 1992. He 
suggested that the following au¬ 
tumn might be a more realis¬ 
tic date. 

Several speakers were con¬ 
cerned about the impact of park¬ 
ing needs on the environment 
around the school. They deplored 
the possibility that the front 
lawn would be turned into pave¬ 
ment or that trees would be 
removed. Esocoff responded that 
they are looking at the entire 
“campus” facility — not just the 
building, but also its relation¬ 
ship to the Youth Center, the 


which the firm has also played 
a leading role, such as the Tor- 


ing engaged on redeveloping an 
art, deco building, since his firm 

is currently involved in the reno-

City Council, PRAB Review Plans 


For Schrom Hills Park, Ball Fields

It was an evening of free 
and lively discussion when 
the Greenbelt City Council 
met with the Parks and Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board 
(PRAB) on Wednesday, No¬ 
vember 7 in the Youth Cen¬ 
ter. 

Discussed was a wide range of 
recreation issues including: 
Schrom Hills Park, the proposed 
ballfields at Northway fields, and 
the indoor pool. No decisions 
were made at this meeting. 

Cdlia Wilson, the city's direc¬ 
tor of Planning and Develop¬ 
ment brought PRAB and the 
council members up to date on 
the status of Schrom Hills Park. 
The biggest hold-up, she said, is 
acquiring the small Steiner pro¬ 
perty, (which abuts Hanover 
Parkway and extends north into 
the park), for without it some 
things such as grading cannot 
be done. (The city and owners 
of the property agreed to a 
sale price.) 

The current time schedule for 
completion of the park is: go 
to bid in January, award bid 
in March, ^tart construction im¬ 
mediately afterward, and com¬ 
plete the southern part of the 
park in the fall of 1*991. The 
ballfields would then have to sit 
a year before being ready to use. 

Wilson said the city is work¬ 
ing with the county to obtain 
the needed permits for the pond 
proposed in the northern end 
of the park. 

PRAB Views Lighting 

Members of PRAB, council 


and the city staff drove to Paint 
Branch High School before the 
meeting to view ballfield light¬ 
ing. The lighting on that field 
is designed to light the field but 
not the surrounding area. 

A revised plan for the alle 
was reviewed. The alle, a paved 
area lined on either side by a 
formal planting of trees, will be 
the central design feature in 
the southern part of the park. 
The £50 foot long paved area 
will extend northward into the 
park separating the two ball- 
field areas. 

The former plan had called 
for a 45 foot wide alle estima¬ 
ted to cost $140,000. The city 
Staff was unhappy with the cost, 
Wilson said, so their consultants 
who have been planring the 
park, Greenman and Pederson, 
Inc,, narrowed the alle to 30 
feet in width and three flow¬ 
er beds along its 'length 
Benches and flower beds will 
be on the sides of the al¬ 
le with trees on the outside 
The rows of trees will be 100 
feet apart and at maturity, will 
create a canopy over the alle. 

Council member Thomas X, 
White complained that the alle 
would be a public space so it 
should not be narrowed and lose 
its effect. 

People then began to pace out 
the floor, count tiles, and in 
various ways try to get an idea 
of the actual 3pace in question. 

The question boils down to 
what is a comfortable width for 
people to walk in without feel¬ 
ing they are “in aisles in a 
grocery store,” said Wilson. 


PRAB chair Thomas Renahan 
opined that the relationship be¬ 
tween paver type and width of 
the alle is a factor, because with 
an interesting design a narrow¬ 
er width is okay. Council mem¬ 
ber Antoinette M. Bram cau¬ 
tioned that a dignified area will 
encourage dignified behavion 
that a small space could become 
a hangout area. 

Northway Ballfields 
PRAB “would like to see the 
planning process for the North- 
way ballfield complex move for¬ 
ward,” said PRAB Chairman 
Tom Renahan. But, more tech¬ 
nical information is needed. 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld summed 
up the present situation. There 
has always been a need for ad¬ 
ditional ballfields and Braden 
field is so overutilized, that it 
needs to be removed from serv¬ 
ice for a couple of years. How¬ 
ever the city only recently ob¬ 
tained the land for the North¬ 
way ballfields. Currently, no 
funds are allocated to the pro¬ 
ject for a couple of years. 
Recently a group of citizens 
has expressed opposition to the 
ballfields, Weidenfeld noted, and 
expressed concerns with propos¬ 
ed layouts prepared by the 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission (MN- 
CPPC). Council has never taken 
a position on these plans, he 
said. The tree people need to 
hear the needs of the ballfield 
people and vice versa, he said. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
asked staff when the needs as-

Greenspring Plans Overlap 
Parkland and Tree Areas

Council grappled with several issues concerning the 
Greenspring II development in Greenbelt East at its Novem¬ 
ber 26 regular meeting. It also passed an ordinance limiting 
tax increases resulting from inflation and gave final approval 
to a new youth advisory board* 

Greenspring ever assessed values increase by 


Although council decided 
quickly not to take any actions 
on the preliminary plan of sub¬ 
division of Greenspring II, it 
explored the issues still unre¬ 
solved, The primary issues in¬ 
volve the land required to be 
set aside under the tree conser¬ 
vation and mandatory dedication 
programs. County legislation re¬ 
quires developers to set aside 10 
percent of their property for 
tree conservation and 5 percent 
for mandatory dedication for 
parkland. 

The city's Director of Plan¬ 
ning and Development Celia Wil¬ 
son told council that the devel¬ 
oper has overlapped the two set- 
asides and placed some of the 
tree conservation program areas 
on private lots. She said that 
the developer argues that setting 
aside 15% of the lot imposes 
an unfair burden on him. Wil¬ 
son felt that overlapping the 
zones, which would prohibit any 
form of development or clear¬ 
ing of the land, even bo con¬ 
struct ballfields, bike trails or 
other recreation facilities, im¬ 
properly limits the city's op¬ 
tions. She said that the county 
has not yet provided clear guid¬ 
ance on the overlap issue. 

The other issue is whether any 
of the tree conservation area 
should be on private lots. Wilson 
argued that this presents an un¬ 
fair encumbrance on the pur¬ 
chaser of the lot, requiring the 
homeowner to obtain special per¬ 
mission for any kind of clear¬ 
ing, such as to install a swing 
set. 

The councilmembers agreed 
that the mandatory dedication 
and tree conservation areas 
should not overlap. They also 
shared Wilson's concerns about 
placing the tree cbnservation 
area on private property. Mayor 
pro tem Thomas X. White was 
concerned that future purchas¬ 
ers of the lobs would net be 
properly informed of the tree 
conservation restrictions. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld and 
council member Antoinette M. 
Bram called the idea unwork¬ 
able, asking how the restrictions 
would be enforced on private 
property, 

Ken Berg, vice president of 
land development for Richmond 
American Homes, recounted the 
various modifications his com¬ 
pany had made to the plan to 
meet the city's concerns on oth¬ 
er issues. He argued that county 
regulations do not prohibit eith¬ 
er the overlap of tree conserva¬ 
tion and mandatory dedication 
zones or the placing of tree con¬ 
servation areas on private lots. 

Homestead Tax Credit 

Council gave final approval to 
an ordinance establishing a 
homestead property tax credit. 
Currently, property taxes in¬ 
crease whenever assessed values 
increase even if tax rates re¬ 
main stable. A new state law 
requires local governments to 
grant taxpayers a credit when-

more than 10 percent. The city 
manager provided an example of 
how the tax would work: if a 
house's assessed value increased 
from $100,000 to $115,000 in a 
year, nomally the taxes due 
would increase from $1,300 to 
$1,495. Under the new law, the 
homeowner would receive a tax 
cedit equal to the difference be¬ 
tween the new tax and 110 per¬ 
cent of the tax based upon the

Teens’ Aufco Thefts 
End With Tragedy 

While attempting to elude of¬ 
ficers of the Greenbelt Police De¬ 
partment on Tuesday afternoon, 
a 15-year-old male operating a 
stolen 1988 Honda on the wrong 
side of Mandan Road 
failed to stop at a red signal 
light and struck an uninvolved 
vehicle that was traveling east- 
bound on Greenbelt Road. The 
driver of this car, Yi Ming Lee, 
50 years old, of Gaithersburg, 
was critically injured. He died 
later at AMI Doctor's Hospital 
in Lanham, 

The driver of the stolen ve¬ 
hicle, who was thrown from the 
car, was transported to Prince 
Georges Hospital Center, where 
he was treated for his injuries. 
Charges against the operator of 
the stolen vehicle are pending a 
review by the State's Attorney’s 
Office, according to Greenbelt 
Police Cpl. David A, Buerger, 

On Wednesday, Cpl, Buerger 
said the driver of the Honda 
was reported to be in stable con¬ 
dition. 

The 17-year-old driver of the 
Trooper was charged with auto 
theft and was released to his 
parents. 

According to Cpl, David A, 
Buerger, the incident started when 
a 1989 Isuzu Trooper, reported 
stolen from Montgomery Coun¬ 
ty, was spotted in the Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School lower 
parking lot. Greenbelt police 
posted a stakeout. Just before 
3 p.m., the stolen Honda, con¬ 
taining two youths, drove into 
the parking lot. The passenger 
got out and entered the Trooper, 
Both cars started to leave. 
Greenbelt police stopped the 
Trooper, but the Honda jumped 
the curb, crossed the grass and 
sped east on Hanover Parkway 
to Mandan Road, turned right 
and headed for the Greenbelt 
Road intersection. 

Traffic on Greenbelt Road and 
feeder roads was jammed for 
about four hours. In major ac¬ 
cidents, especially where there 
has been a fatality, police must 
block off the scene to recon¬ 
struct what happened in the ac¬ 
cident and collect evidence.

YOUTH BUREAUS, DJS 
RESOLVE CONFLICT 

The resent conflCct between 
the state of Maryland's Depart¬ 
ment of Juvenile Services and the 
cities of Greenbelt, Biowie and 
College Park has been resolved, 
according to city manager James 
K. Giese. 

Giese represented the three 
municipalities in negotiating an 
agreement by means of which 
DJS will receive coded informa¬ 
tion enabling it to identify if 
a client of a Youth Service Bu¬ 
reau, such as Greenbelt'® 
CARES, who is in a counseling 
program is also being served by 
another agency of DJS. 

Unless DJ'S has the person's 
name in its files, Giese said, it 
will not have sufficient informa¬ 
tion to identify a Youth Service 
Bureau client. In addition, the 
agreement requires the Youth 
Service Bureau to seek the in¬ 
formal consent of the client for 
the release of the information. 

The three cities had expressed 
concern with DJS requiring 
Youth Service Bureaus to pro¬ 
vide client information which 
the Youth Service Bureaus con¬ 
sidered to be confidential. 

DJS significantly modified its 
position after receiving expres¬ 
sions of concern from Youth 
Service Bureaus and elected of¬ 
ficials throughout the state, and 
in particular the senators and 
delegates representing the three 
cities. Particularly significant 
assistance was rendered by Dele¬ 
gates Pauline Menes and J^an 
Pitkin, Giese said. 

Christmas Trees: 
Keep Them Green 

“Buying it fresh and keeping 
it fresh are the most important 
things to remember about se¬ 
lecting and caring for your 
Christmas tree,” says Oarville 
M. Akehurst, Administrative Di¬ 
rector of the Maryland Christ¬ 
mas Tree Association. He sug¬ 
gests a few simple tests for 
checking a tree's freshness. 

First, gently grasp a branch 
between your thumb and fore¬ 
finger and pull it, lightly to¬ 
ward you. Few needles should 
come off in your hand if the 
tree is fresh. Second, take a look 
at the ground around the tree. 
You shouldn't see an excessive 
amount of green needles on the 
ground. Some loss of brown 
needles is normal. 

Once you've chosen your tree, 
keep it in a sheltered, unheated 
arsa, such as a porch or garage 
until you are ready to decorate 
it. 

Before you set up your tree, 
make a fresh, straight cut 
across the base of the trunk 
(about a quarter of an inch up 
from the original cut is enough) 
and place the tree in a water¬ 
bearing stand. A tree will ab¬ 
sorb as much as a gallon of wa¬ 
ter in the first 24 hours and 
one or more quarts a day there¬ 
after. Water will prevent the 
needles from drying and the 
boughs of the tree from droop¬ 
ing. 

Keep your tree away from 
heat and draft sources, such as 
a fireplace, radiator, or tele¬ 
vision set.

swimming pools, the Roosevelt 
Center and its parking lots. The 
present driveway along the west 
side of the pool to the Youth 
Center will be eliminated after 
the new pool is finished. 

Esocoff indicated that a more 
carefully planned series of 
spaces behind the school build¬ 
ing, such as a terrace for out¬ 
door eating, might be designed. 
In any case, the front, lawn of 
the school would certainly be 
preserved, he said. 

Specific Requests 

Audience members and both 
Epstein and Esocoff were in¬ 
trigued by a presentation made 
by Bill Clarke of Ridge Road, 
speaking for a group of model 
airplane enthusiasts who have 
met for 30 years in the area. 
These are the rubber-band wind¬ 
up type of planes, Clarke said. 
Until the last year or so the 
group had met at the Goddard 
Space Flight Center, where many 
of them work. Unfortunately, 
he said, the facility they used 
was renovated and ceiling water 
sprinklers installed under a new 
code. Such hanging fixtures, also 
including possible lighting fix¬ 
tures, interfere with the flying 
models, Clarke said. 

The Center School gymna¬ 
sium, with its present 22^-foot 
uncluttered ceiling is “one of the 
best sites I’ve seen in this area,” 
Clarke commented. He knows of 
only two better—one in Texas 
and one at MIT. The group 
meets four times a year, three 
evening sessions and an all-day 
session during the summer. He 
indicated that recessed sprink¬ 
lers are no more expensive than 
the hanging type and he also 
asked for flush ceiling lights, 
such as fluorescent panels. 

Werner Neupert was concerned 
about satisfactory access for 
persons with physical handicaps. 
Esocoff indicated that such ac¬ 
cess i3 now a code requirement 
but that in any case they in¬ 
tended to treat such access “as 
an amenity.” That is, they in¬

the previous year's assessment. 
In this example, the credit would 
equal $65. 

The law will have no effect if 
the assessed value increase is 
less than 10 percent per year. 
Increases resulting from higher 
tax rates are not affected by 
the ordinance. Council had the 
option of offering a credit for 
increases above a lower percent¬ 
age. For example, if the credit 
applied to increases above five 
percent, the above example 
would have resulted in a $130 
credit.

sessment study being done by 
MNCPFC would be ready. It is 
nearly complete Wilson replied. 

White said “the issue becomes 
reconciling the long standing 
cicy plans for needed ballfields” 
against woodland preservations 
My sense, he said, is that coun¬ 
cil should reconcile the two and 
reach a community consensus. 

Councilmember Antoinette M. 
Bram wondered “How much 
woodland would have to go?" 
She requested a plan of how the 
city could use the already clear¬ 
ed area, how many fields could 
fit there, and an estimate of how 
much extra room is needed. 

PRAB member Lola Skolnik 
said she heard the councilmem- 
bers saying the same thing — 
use the existing cleared area. 
White and Weidenfeld agreed 
with her assessment. 

“I'm not aware of any oppo¬ 
sition to put fields in the cleared 
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area," said Weidenfeld. 

But PRAB member Wayne 
Spong said his assessment of 
the situation was that “some 
people in the city would like to 
see two less ballfields than we 
have now." 

We have to preserve green 
space but also we have to rec¬ 
ognize the land is for all citi¬ 
zens to use, said PRAB member 
Joe Wilkinson, and addressing 
council, he asked, “Are you wil¬ 
ling to make a commitment, if 
not why plan the Northway ball- 
fields?" “Yes," replied Weid¬ 
enfeld and Putens at once. 

Weidenfeld said a series of 
public hearings is needed with 
alternate plans to show the citi¬ 
zens what is possible. 

Assistant City Manager Mi¬ 
chael McLaughlin said the city 
staff would get in touch with 
MNCPPC to try to speed up 
the needs assessment study. 

Indoor Pool 

Time schedule for completion 
and other matters pertaining to 
the indoor pool were briefly dis¬ 


cussed. Recreation Department 
Director Hank Irving reported 
that the pool should be open 
right after Labor Day next year. 
He said his staff had been work¬ 
ing on marketing plans, usage 
plans, etc. and would try to get 
them to the city manager in De¬ 
cember. Then there will be a 
worksession, Weidenfeld said. 
Both Putens and White expres¬ 
sed concerns about how plana 
were evolving. We need a work- 
session, Putens said. 

Procedural Matters 

Renahan said PRAB has not 
been asked to be part of the 
city's proposal process to the 
aid-to-municipalities program. 
Weidenfeld suggested PRAB 
should submit its suggestions. 

Every year both PRAB and 
council review the funding rec¬ 
reation groups request from the 
city, said Renahan, but what is 
the point of both doing it. 
White thought it was redundant 
but Weidenfeld, Putens and 
Wilkinson thought it was useful. 
Weidenfeld thought it helped 
council to get to know the 
groups and their leadership.
